Sir,—In obedience to your instruction of yes 
terday I proceeded with the ships placed under 
orders off ‘Ty-cock-tow. The Fort commenced 
its fire upon us at twenty minutes past ten o’clock 





which I did not reply to until T took up my an- 
chorage ten minutes after abreast of it, about two 
hundred yards distanee, which was as near as the 
depth of water would permit of our approach “The 
jodeste,” “ Druid” and * Columbine” anchored 
it succession, and in a fewminutes so destructive 
and well direeted was the fire of the ships, that that 
of the enemy’s was silenced, with the exception of 
an occasional gun or two,—at 11-20 a.nt. observing 
that we had effected a practicable breach in the 
Southern end of the Fort, directed the boats 
manned and armed to proceed to storm it,—Lieute- 
nant Bowers (first of this ship) immediate 
supported by the bouts of the * Modeste : 
of the “ Druid” and © Columbine” under the comes 
mand of Lieutenant Goldsinist (first of that ship) 
proceeded to the North end. 

Au attempt at resistance was made by the 
enemy at the breach against Lieutenant Bowers 
and his party, but was instantly overcome by the 
mt and determined rush onwards of our men 
which so appalled the Garrison that they instantly 
made a hasty rev over the Hill Wall, leaving 
us masters of the ort, 

The guns, amounting to twenty-five longs, of 
different calibre, were then spiked, the trunnions 
knocked off, a shot wrapped round with wet can 
vas driven hard home in each, and they were thea 
thrown into the sea, their carriages burnt as well 
us the whole of the buildings, and Magazincs 
blown up, previous to which latter operation al 
the wouuded of the enemy were carried away 
clear of the Fort, their loss, judging from the num- 
ber of killed laying in every direction, must have 
been most severe. 

My best thanks are due to Captain Smith 
Commanders Eyres aud Clarke, for the effi 
aud able support they have afforded me, It ig 
impossible to say too much in favor of all those 
under my Command, their conduct merits my 
warmest “approbation. Of Lieutenant Bowers 
(first ofthis Ship) f cannot speak too highly. In the 
attack of the breach he reecived a severe sabro. 
wouad across the knee, which I fear will deprive 
me for some time of his services; 1 beg leave to 
recommend him most strongly to your favorable 
consideration, as well as Mr. Luard, Mate, who 
behaved most gallantly in the breach—tho zea- 
lous conduct of this promising young Oilicer has 
repeatedly drawn forth my commendations, 

Our damages are very trifling, being merely 
some of the standing riguing cut away and a shot 
through our Mull, the fire of the enemy passing 
all over us
